that one’s performance may not be sue- 
This naturally attacks begin- 
ners more often than old stugers, and 
yet Instances are by no means Isolated 
where death has been brought about 
through its evils, even in the case of 
old timers, . 

“Perhaps, however, the most pecullar 
instance of all was that of the veteran 
performer who had gone through 30 
years of stage work without experienc- 
ing this malady. One night, however, 
he confided to a fellow player that a 
quite unaccountable nervousness had 
suddenly taken hold of him and that 
he did not think be could ever act 
again. 

“His comrade laughed at the notion 
and urged him to go on, a8 usual, but 
his astonishment may well be con- 
ceived when the poor old player went 
on the stage and, after making several 
yain efforts to speak, fell back and ex-

pired. The doctor who made the post 
mortem examination stated that death 
was due to failure of the heart's action, 
evidently Induced by the presence of 
an attack of stage fright. 

“Death is by no means an infrequent 
end to the trouble, and more than one 
case in my own practice has ended fa- 
tally. It is not always the person whose 
heart is already affected who suffers 
the most, either, for 1 recall one case 
some years ago where a young woman 
whose heart 1 knew to be perfectly 
normal made her professional debut in 
this city. While standing in the wings 
awaiting ber first cue she was seized 
with an attack of stage fright and 
trembled violently. 

“Not till she heard the line spoken 
which was her signal for entrance did 
she make any effort at recovery, and 
then, to the surprise of those who 
were trying to get her in sbape, she 
braced up and went on the stage as 
though she had been on the boards 
for years. She went through her part 
mechanically ond without apparent 
consciousness of her actions, but she 
played the scene better than she Lad 
done at rehearsal. 

“At the close of her scene she came 
off the stage, staggered to her dressing 
room and sank- unconscious to the 
floor, She neyer recovered from her 
coma, and an autopsy deyefoped the 
fact that she had died of heart disease, 
though I had examined her shortly 
before and could find no trace of 
cardiac affection. 

“Several standard authorities quote 
the case of a young English aspirant 
who came to the theater on the night 
of his debut in a state bordering on 
neryous prostration. He was braced 
up on brandy and given, encourage- 
ment by those on the stage with him, 
but no sooner had he stepped upon the 
stage than he clapped his hand upon 
his heart and fell dead. The exeite- 
ment had ruptured the valves of his 
heart, and he bad ended his career as 
he was about to begin it. 

“One curious cise was told me not 
long ago by one of the physicians at 
Bloomingdale. A young min, a meni 
ber of a college dramatic club, was 
brought there for treatment. He had 
been cast for a part In the spring 
production, and this extra study, add- 
ed to the regular studies Imposed by 
the collegiate course, caused some- 
thing to give v On the occasion 
of the dress rehearsal it was found 
that he could not remember a line of 
his part, and this so worried hjm that 
be broke down and was brought here. 


“IPar several weeks he could not 
speak an intelligent sentence, and 


then suddenly his part came back to 
him, and he could go through it, cues 
and all, without a break. lor another 
full week he kept going through the 
lines of his part, and then developed a 
styere attack of brain fever, from 
which he came out perfectly rational, 
but, oddly enough, with absolutely no 
memory of the lines of the play In 
question, 

“The excitement caused by stage 
fright is a most curlous thing, and did 
the opportunity present, 1 should like 
to write a treatise on the subject, for 
it is a fascinating one, but I am kept 
too busy patching up the troubles that 
exist to write of the troubles which 
haye existed.”

Prout the age of stone up to the time 
Whcn the art of Isilling one's neighbor 
led to the discovery of powder amd fire. 
uiiua primitive peoples, owing to the 
insufficiency of their weapons to cause 
prompt death, have invented means of 
eiving them poisonons qualities. Poi- 
soned weapons, whether they are ar- 
rows. knives, lancca or what not, may 
fet their fatal properties from either 
vegetable or animal peisons. 

The South American Indians nse 

the natives of India, Indo- 
na, Borneo and the Moluceas em- 
or rather did employ, the upas to 
poison their weapons; the negrocs of 
the Sudan and the Kongo still make 
nse of a poison extracted from different 
varicties of strophanthus called m'beu- 
mon or ine, according to the regions 
where it is employed; the people of 
South Africa, the Hottentots, the Bush- 
tien, the Kaffirs and the Akkas, poison 
their urrows with the venom of divers 
serpents, the cobra de capello among 
others; certain tribes of equatorial 
Africa, the N'Dris and the Banjiris, 
use their arrows after long bnrial in 
decomposing corpses, to communicate 
blood poisoning, which results” in 
speedy death; in Oceanica the natives 
of New Culedonia, the Hebrides and 
the Solomon group give their enemies 
sejaw by soaking their arrows in 
marshes containing large quantities of 
‘the bacillus of tetanus. 

The first three kinds of poison are 
practically of vegetable origin, thongh 
the local medicine nen mix with their 
preparations red ants, snakes’ venom, 
touds’ eyes. etc. They are the charac- 
teristic alkaloids of plants, which serve 
us the basis of a deadly poisonous mix- 
ture. Curare, upasand m’boumon have 
us their principal elements plants 
whose species vary with the tribe, and 
which all belong to the strychnine fam- 
ily The three last named poisons, ex- 
cept that of the South African negroes, 
are of microbial origin. 

What are the value, duration and 
activity of these poisons? Curare keeps 
indefinitely. In 1757 in the course of 
experiments in physiology made in 
France with curarized arrows brought 
in 1752 from equatorial America by La 
Condamine, a fowl scratched with one 
of thess arrows died in seven minutes. 
Among the Ouiteto Indians, lumps of 
curare handed down from father to son 
have preserved all their poisonous ac- 
tivity, although covered with mold. 
The same may be said for the upas, 
which. kept in little sections of bamboo 
for seven or eight years, retains the 
same active qualities as when freshly 
prepared. Malay weapons, even those 


of steel, always keep their poisonous 


properties. 

The black races that use ine claim 
that it will keep only a short time be- 
fore it spoils. Now, ine, which is an 
aqueous maceration of strophanthus 
seeds, to which is added the juice of a 
fig or of a enphorbi, and generally also 
vipers’ venom, becomes covered with 
mold at the end of a few weeks, but 
notwithstanding it has preserved all its 
toxic properties. Guinea pigs have been 
killed in a few minntes by being 
scratched with arrows whose points 
had molded In fact, the vegetable 
poisons used by primitive peoples for 
their arrows keep indefinitely and al? 
ways make effective weapons. 

This is not the case with. poisons of 
animal or microbian origin. As we 
have seen above, the Bushmen, the 
Kaffirs and the Akkas poison the points 
of their arrows with serpent venom, 
especially that of the cobra. At the end 
of two or three weeks their arms have 
lost all harmful quality. This is due to 
a single cuuse. The venom of snakes, 
which is preserved indefinitely in alco- 
hol, becomes covered in air with a pe- 
culiar mold, which has not been studied 
hitherto and which removes all peison- 
ous effect from the venom. 

The poison used on the arrows of the 
N'Dris of the Upper Ubanghi is noth- 
ing else than the sepi‘c vibrio (microbe 
of blood poisoning), which dies in the 
air if itis not in the presence of de- 
composition. Thus those arrows are 
harmful only during a very short time. 
As for the arrows of the New Cale 
donians, which infect their victim with 
tetanus, authorities do not agree about 
the duration of their harmful action, 
ulthongh it is proved that the bacillus 
of Nicolaier cannot live except in a very 
moist medinm and togother with other 
bacilli, harmless or otherwise, such as 
the septic bacillus, which, as we have 
seen, dies in a short time. 

Thus in all cases the poisoned arrows 
of the races that make use of vegetable 
alkaloids are much more to be feared 
thun those of the tribes that employ 
poisons of animal or microbian origin.

“I was mixed up In one little unre- 
corded event of the civil war,” sald 
General B,, “that was Interesting from 
its very unusualness, and which, as 1 
look back upon it, seems strangely pic- 
We were attached to what 
was known as the marine brigade, a Iit- 
tle fleet of 12 ‘tinclad’ riyer steamboats 
that plied up and down the Mississippl 
river after the surrender of Vicksburg. 
The term ‘tinelad,’ by the way, Is some- 
what misleading, as it is not remotely 
connected with the white metal, but sig- 
nifies rather boats heavily planked with 
oak for the purpose of protecting them 
somewhat from the rayages of bullets.

ings. Imagine our surprise upon read- 
ing the instructions that we were ex- 
pected to capture and carry back to 
Vicksburg as prisoners 50 of the most 
aristocratic Confederate young women 
In the city. However, we bad served 
long enough to obey orders without 
question, and, provided with guides fa- 
miliar with the town, we set about our 
bizarre and not too agreeable task. We 
first established headquarters at the 
residence of a prominent Confederate 
jndge. 

“Then different squads were sent out 
to call at the homes of the young wom- 
en and escort them to the place of ren- 
dezvous. The linstructlons were that 
they must report at headquarters with- 
in two hours on penalty of thelr familly 
residence being burned to the ground, 
The only information we could give 
them (the whole transaction was as 
much a mystery to us as to them) was 
that they were to be taken to Vicks- 
burg as prisoners of war, but were on 
no account to suffer any discomfort or 
indignity. 

“Of course, there was great weeping, 

wailing and gnashing of teeth from 
tender mothers, loving sisters and trate 
fathers and brothers. But the Incident 
had to be accepted as belonging to the 
fortunes of war, and at the end of two 
hours 49 of the 50, attended by anx- 
fous friends and relatives, were at the 
rendezvous. Mercy was implored for 
one delinquent. An additional hour was 
granted, and, at thelr own suggestion, 
several of the young women were dis- 
patched to her home te persuade her 
to follow their. example in gracefully 
submitting to the inevitable. The result 
was that before the hour was up the 
last falr prisoner had put fn an appear- 
ance, though in a yery defiant mood. 
* “Our troubles, however, by no means 
ended here, Indeed, they were hardly 
fairly begun. The next question was 
how to transport our beautiful captives 
to Rodney, A distance of some 20 miles, 
over roads that were in a frightful con- 
dition from the devastation of war and 
consequent neglect. All the good 
horses, too, like all the good men, were 
off to the war, and as for carriages, 
they had most decidedly fallen into a 
state of innocuous desuetude, 

“There was obylously nothing for us 
to-do, therefore, but to gather together 
all the broken down old horses and di- 
lapldated yehicles in the vicinity, 
which we somehow managed to hitch 
together with plow harnesses, bits of 
rope, straps, etc. With these Improvised 
coaches, drawn up Into line, began the 
process of loading on our yictims, and 
when they were all stowed away it 
Was a motley looking procession, I can 
assure you. Eyen the sound of fare- 
wells and the sight of weeping eyes 
could not blind us to the humorous as- 
pect of the scene. You must remember 
that we were all pretty young fellows 
in 1863. Whe clyil war was fought by 
men whose average age was only 23, 

“Well, we made our way slowly, 
amld tears and laughter, to Rodney, 
where we embarked for Vicksburg. 
Upon arriving there the young women 
were taken before the provost marshal, 
who put them on parole, confining 
them to the limits of the city. Most 
of them had friends In the town with 
whom they chose to reinain, and sult- 
able quarters were found for the rest. 

“The reason for the whole transac- 
tion then transpired, It seemed that 
some northern young women schaol- 
teachers had been taken prisoners by 
the Confederates and were at that mo- 
ment in thelr camps, where they were 
foreed to wash and mend for the sol- 
diers and perform other menial sery- 
fees, These Confederate young women 
were, dherefore, to be held as hostages 
until the northern women were re 
leased, 

“There was little delay 
change, and we had or visitors In 
Vicksburg only 80 days. They were, 
however, very gay, delightful days, 
Yankee officers and Confederate mald- 
ens Intermingled socially, and thé ne- 
quaintance so rudely foreed upon the 
beautiful sontherners proved in some 
instances a mutual pleasure. [ could, 
Indeed, point to more than one roman- 
tle marringe that was the direct out- 
come of our rald upon Port Gibson.” —

quently he went around in a neat unir 
forny with ehevrons and stripes, very 
much impressed with bis own impor 
tanee, which he considered second only 
to that of the commanding oflicer; and 
he took care that every one else also 
should respect his rank and dignity. 

As his native name is the Sioux for 
“soldier,” it Is easily seep why he was 
so named; but he had still another 
name, which the Indians had given 
him before® his entering military  cir- 
cles, and that, translated into English, 
Was the “yrasswalker,” or “trailer,” 
frou: Lis absolutely marvelous ability 
lo find the trail of anything that left 
even the slightest trace on the ground 
as it passed over It. 

A desperate soldier named Brice 
broke jail one night and was pursued 
the followlng morning. The trail led to 
the west fora trifle over a mile; then it 
turned north for a quarter of a mile 
and we followed until we came to a 
{ree at the edge of a slough to the 
northwest of the fort, enlled the “gar-* 
dep bar slough.’ Here Arkichita point- 
ed under the tree and said Brice bad 
lain down there to rest. 

The truil here led into the slough. 

A Dakota “slougb” is a shatlow lake, 
the water of which is from six inches 
to three feet deep, with a soft, muddy 
bottom, but not generally miry. ‘The 
center of the slough is usually free 
from) grasses or weeds, but along the 
cdges, from 20 to GO yards out, long 
tule grass grows. 

This particular slough was a wile 
long and varied from an eighth to a 
quarter of a mile in width, and there 
was a foot’of water covering as much 
soft mud, During the night the wind 
had. roiled the water up considerably. 
It seemed hardly possible to track any- 
thing through it, except where the tule 
had been broken down. Where that

It Las been a common practice with 
artists of all ages and countrics to 
paint thelr own pictures, and at the 
Uttizi gallery In Plorence can be seen a 
soagnificent collection of portraits of 
the world's great painters done by 
themselves. It Js a coveted honor to be 
tuvited to contribute one’s own portrait 
to this collection, for one must be emil- 
nent before this compliment Is paid. As 
tiay be easily understood, paljuting 
one’s own portrait Is a somewhat trou- 
blesome task, for the painter must do 
a good deal from memory, especially 
if he puts himself In an attitude which 
it is difficult to refleet {n a mirror. A 
strnightforward portrait looking out of 
the picture is obviously the easiest to 
lunuage, for the painter has only to 
place the inirror fn front of him to see 
his model. a 

Triple and quadruple mirrors must 
he employed when the attitude ts tu 
‘ny way removed from full face. A 
profile would be moré difficult to see 
for oneself, but a three-quarter fice 
would be no less so, as in both cases 
the artist would be working from a re- | 
flection of a reflection, which, to say 
the least of it, is a bothering condition. 

The looking at oneself for a long 
time Is one of the strange and trying 
conditions of painting one’s own por 
trait, for difficulties and complexitics 
appear to grow the more one tries to 
grapple with them, Like the road to 
the tired traveler, which seems to 
lengthen as he goes, so the diffienitics | 
of paiuting oneself appear to Inerease 
rather than diminish the more one 
looks at oneself. 

Apart from paluting one’s one por-— 
trait, artists largely draw from them- 
selves, for a man can more easily as- 
sume a particular atfitude than get 
another person to do so, Then for de- 
tails, such as a hand, arm, nose, eye, 
the artist and a mirror supply all that 
is required. Another of the many uses 
of a mirror {s to reverse the work dur- 
‘ing its progress, as: reversing a draw- 
ing will often reveal an awkwardness, 
want of balance or faulty drawing, 
whieh might otherwise go undetected.

RECIPE FOR RAINMAKING, 

Subaniphurio Acid, Water and Zino 
Create Artifictal Storms, 

Some years ago Kansas Was overrun 
with so called “ratnmakers” who did a 
thriving business in vicinities niiileted 
with drought. The Rock Island rail. 
rond had a rainmaker who traveled 
about the country to a Special car and 
made rain from Lexas to lowa, At the 
time the process employed was guard- 
ed 18 4 secret, and no doubt the mnys- 
tery surrounding the operation had 
much to do with the Interest aroused 
among the people. But now comes 
George Matthews In the Wichita Lagle 
With a fill exposition of the means 
employed by the Rock Island wizard 
and others, and the following Is the 
recipe given by him: 

Ten fluid ounces of subsulpburie 
acid. 

“Pitty fuld ounces of water, 

“Iive ounces of zine, 

“Renew every hous and stir every 3 
minutes day and night until vain 
comes. The moment rain begins to 
fall remove jar or crock. In territory 
West of Kansas use one-third less; at 
sen level use double the quantity, In 
Kansas work only on southerly winds, 
which are the moisture bearing winds. 
Begin an experiment only in a clear 
sky. One station of the experiment, it 
successful, will produce a rain 80 to 50 
miles in diameter. A better and more 
certain result can be secured by haying 
three or more stations 40 or 50 miles 
apart.” 

According to Mr. Matthews, this mix- 
ture left in an open mouthed jar gen- 
erates hydrogen gas, which rapidly 
ascends. The theory {s that this gas 
ascending creates a shaft through the 
hot alr down which the cold air rushes, 
creating a storm center and gathering 
molsture for precipitation. Matthews 
claims that of the 200 experiments 
made by him at least 180 were success- 
ful,—Kansas City Journal. 


Take the Tombstone Along. 

The cemetery superintendents say 
that there is one peculiarity about the 
funerals of Chinamen which is ney- 
er noticed at any other funerals. The 
tombstone always comes along with 
the funeval. Most of the tombstones 
are simple slabs of marble, with the 
inseription in Chinese characters, 
which are arranged up and down in- 
stead of across the stone.

“The attention of postmasters “is 
called to the facet that, under the 
parcel post regulations, no parcel can 
ve forwarded to Great Britain or any 
country with which closed parcels are 
exchanged unless duly accompanied by 
a customs declaration giving the name

“It should be specially noted that 
this regulation applies only to parcels 
forwarded under parcel post regula- 
tions; it has no application to packages 
of fourth-class mutter (general mer- 
chandise), open to inspection circulat- 
ing in Canada or addressed to the 
United States, 

“The object of the department in 
calling attention to this matter isto 
prevent the disappointment which 
arises when parcels — especially 
Christmas parcels—ave detained for 
want of compliance with the formality 
mentioned.”

ELEPHANTS’ TRICKS, 


HO'N THE AWKWARD ANIMALS ARE 
TAUGHT TO PERFORM. 


Some Are T to Learn Any- 
thing, W n Are Quick to 
Catch sreible Methods 
Used In The Training. 


“Scores of people ask me every day,’ 
said Keeper Snyder of the elephant 
house in Central park recently, ‘how 
anything so stupid looking and thick 
skinned as an elephant can be tanght 
anything. I tell them all that elephants 
are not unlike children. Some a too 
dull to learn anything, and others can 
catch an idea quickly. Tom,’’ he went 
on, pointing to the large elephant who 
was busily engaged in throwing hay on 
his back, ‘although irascible in disposi- 
tion, is quite intelligent. Tho first trick 
I taught him was to lie down, This 
was not so easy to accomplish as it 
might seem, for it took a block and fall 
at front and rear, with a gang of 15 or 
20 men at each end. I stood at one 
side, and as I said ‘Get down!’ his feet 
were drawn out from under him. This 
had to be repeated only a few times be- 
fore ho learned what ‘Get down’ meant 
for him, E 

“To teach him to stand on his hind 
feet and on his head a block and fall on 
a boam over his head, a snatch block 
and two ‘dead men’ in the floor and the 
services of another elephant were all 
required. As I said ‘Get np!’ the ele- 
phant in harness walked forward, and 
Tom's front feet went up, while his 
hind feet were chained together. When 
I said ‘Stand on your head!’ his front 
feet, which had been previously chain- 
ed, remained on the floor, while his 
hind feet were drawn up until they al- 
most literally ‘kicked the beam.’ 

“These were his first lessons. When 
he learned to drill to ‘right abont. face,’ 


and ‘left abont, face,’ I stood on one | 


side of him and another man on the 
other, and we each had a prod. As I 
commanded ‘Right about, face!’ he was 
nushed over to the right, and ‘Left 
about, face!’ he was prodded in that 
direction. I taught him to waltz in 
much tho same way, only as we pushed 
him back and forth we mado him go 
clear around, and now ho is one of the 


-best waltzers in the country. He learn- 


ed to ring the bell and fan himself in 
one lesson. Both require the same mo- 
tion, and they are really the same trick, 
although people never think of that. 
Yes, he knows:+which is which and 
never picks up tho fan or napkin when 
I tell him to ring tho bell I only had 
to put each, ono at a time, in his trank, 
and with the fan and boll I shook it 
and with the napkin wiped first one 
side of his mouth and then the other. 
He took to hand organ grinding like a 
Mulberry street Italian. It is one of his 
favorite tricks. uF 

“The elephant is the only animal 
whose legs all bend the same way, His 
hind legs bend in, and the position re- 
quired for creeping is not very comfort- 
able, but he does it as well as a baby. 
His performances on the harmonica 
are the most surprising to onlookers, 
but the fact is that all tho intelligence 
required for that is holding the instru- 
ment. As he must breathe through his 
trunk, every breath moves it back and 
forth. I discoyered that he holds his 
breath when he stands on his hind legs 
by trying to get him todo that and 
play the harmonica at the same time, 
but his front feet are no sooner up than 
the sound ceases until they are down 
again. 

“His tub is abont 214 fect high, and 
it took me about an hour to get him to 
mount it the first time and as long to 
get him down from it once he was up. 
I had finally to improvise a step from it 
before he would come down. He went 
right up again, however, and came 
down and repeated theo movement sey- 
eral times in the first lesson. Now he 
mounts it and stands.on his hind feet 
his front feot, his side feet and waltzes 
and changes on it, 

‘People all seem to think that an ele- 
phant has no sense of feeling because 
his skin is thick and coarse. The fact is 
that his skin is as sensitive as a baby’s, 
and if you tickle him with a straw you 
will find it out. Tho feet of the ele- 
phant have to be repaired frequently, 
for they aro as susceptible to corns and 
stone bruises as the feet of people, and 
they haye to be cut and trimmed. You 
wouldn’t think it, would you, that 
twice around Tom’s front foot, when he 
is standing with his full weight upon 
it, is equal to his height? It is trae, 
and it isa rule that seldom varies an 
inch in any elephant. 

“Tho African elephants have onjy 
four toes, and their ears are very large. 
Tho Asiatic elephants have five toes, 
and their ears are smaller. There are 
few African elephants in this country 
—not more than three or four. Not 
long ago, at an exhibition in this city, 
there was a skin of leather with small 
ears and comparatively fine texture (the 
hide from all elephants has too large 
pores to make it of use), and it was 
labeled, ‘Hide from an African elo- 
phant.’ People don’t know anything 
about them."’

HOW A BULLET TRAVELS. ; 


Lessons the Soldicr Is Taught In 
Learning Low to Shoot. 

The soldier is taught that the bullet 
travels through the air in a curved ling 
called the trajectory, and that three 
forees act upon it—first, the exploded 
charge, tending to drive it forward in 
a straight line along the line of fire; 
second, the force of gravity, and, third, 
the air resistance. At 200 yards, owing 
to these forces, the bullet, traveling at 
the rate of 2,000 feet a second, will 
have fallen about two feet. In the ex- 
citement of firing at close quarters the 
aim will invariably be too high. 

It has been calculated that when the 
enemy approaches within 350 yards the 
soldiers will. instinctively fire as much 
as tio feet or three feet above their 
heads. Now, it hus been found by ex- 
periment that the fact of fixing bay- 
onets will cause the bullet to drop a 
distance of about 244 feet in 850 yards, 
and therefore when about this distance 
from the enemy soldiers are instructed 
to fix bayonets, in order to counteract 
the excessive elevation of their aim. 

The recruit learns that the mean ex- 
treme range of the ballet is 8.500 yards, 
and that the longest shot ever observed 
was 8,760 yards. Rio is taught the pene- 
trating power of his weapon, a subject 
full of interest. To take one or two ex- 
amples, rammed earth gives less pro- 
tection than loose; bullets easily find 
their way through joints of walls, while 
a concentrated fire of about 150 rounds 
at 200 yards will breach a nine inch 
brick wall. 

Only experience can teach a soldier 
how much he must aim to the right or 
left of his mark to counteract the force 
of the wind. A side wind has more 
effect on the flight of the bullet than a 
wind blowing directly toward the firer. 
The soldier must learn the habits of his 
rifle, since some shoot higher or lower 
than others. Every rifle, like every 
marksman, has its own individuality. —

Improving Country Roads. 


Evidences abound in avery RPS of 
the pou Ey that people of ail occu- 
pations aud pursuits are considering 
carefully the results to be obtained by 
having highways hard and firm for 
travel at all seasons of the year. 
farmer in Kansas states the cvuse truly 
when he says that “there is no one 
that appreciates good roads more than 
does the farmer,” and he states that 
last spring they had enough experience 
with bad roads to set anybody think- 
ing. He says: “We can't goto town 
or anywhere else till it gets to be a 
ground-hog case; then we hiteh up 
and drag through, the mud rolling up 
over the wheels and making great far- 
rows inthe roads, ‘Then, when the 
spring rains come, the water runs 
down the hills in those furrows and 
washes out great ditches in the mid- 
dle of the rouds. Then, there is just 
about enough road work done to patch 
them up, only to be repeated again 
next tyear, Why, wecan't go to 
church on Sunday without being afraid 
of getting stuck In the mud or pulling 
a single-tree in two, ov something else 
of the kind,” ‘ 

Such experience is commen to every 
farming district and to each section in 
the lind where ordinary * countey 
ronds” exist. The only remedy is to 
improve the roads by & through system 
of maintenance, no matter whether 
they are continued as “dirt” roads, or 
whether gravel, shell, stone ov other 
substance be laid upon them toimproeve 
them, It is often thought, but most 
mistakenly, that if a vod is macadam- 
ized, it will need Little or no cave, at 
lenst for a number of yeurs. There is 
no worse error, Every road or streot, 
no mutter how constructed or Inid, 
requires constant watching, in order 
to keop it utits besb and get the nix- 
imum results fromit. ‘This pot only 
secures the highest effieleney, but the 
greatest economy of service, Country 
rouds can be immensely improved by 
having them eared for constantly by 
acts, aud living Competent persons 
to attend to them, instend of depend 
ing on the worn-out, ineMeient, ex: 
travagant and unbusinesslike plan of

The first and fundamental re- 
qnisite of good roads is thorough 
drainage, and this means both surface 
drainage and sub-dvainage, There 
must be suitable gutters on both sides” 
of the road; water must be carried 
away from the roadand prevented ab- 
solutely from penetrating under it, 
and the surface must be kept smooth — 
and even, so that rain will immediately. :

CHRYSANTHEMUM RUST. 


Dr. Byron D. Halsted has issued a 
civcular of warning to chrysanthemum 
growers, telling them of the oucbreak 
of a comparatively new disease, the 
chrysanthemum rust. Rusted chrys- 
santhemum plants, when closely ex- 
amined, are found to have on the under 
surface of the leaves brown spots or 
blister-patches. slightly vuised, and 
covered with a dust that readily rubs 
off. Such leaves ave more or less 
irregularly discolored, so that the 
presence of the rust may be detected 
by the coloration of the leaf, as seen 
from above. He recommends that 
diseased plants be sprayed with 
Bordeaux mixture, and that great 
care be exercised in getting cuttings 
to besuve that the stock is not infected 
with the spores of the disease,

To the general court of Massachu- 
setts belongs the honor of granting the 
fivst American pateht. This was in 
1648 and was then designated a 
monopoly. . It was confined to the re- 
gion controlled by Ma achusetts, and 
the one Issue apparently [Included all 
the invention of the inventor connect- 
ed with engines that depended upon 
water for thelr motive power.

The cor’t con- 
sid’inge ye necessity of raising such 
manifactures of engins of mils to go by 
water for speedy dispateh of much 
worke with few bands, and being sufti- 
ciently informed of ye ability of ye pe~ 
tition to peforme such workes grant 
his petition (yet no Othr per sen shall 
set up or use any such new invention, 
or trade for 14 ves wthout ye li- 
cense of him the said Joseph Jenkes) 
so farr as concernes any such new In- 
yention, & so it shall be alwayes in ye 
powr of this co’te to restrain ye ex- 
portation of such manufactures & ye 
prizes of them to moderation if occa- 
sion so require.” 

This inventor, Joseph 
Jenks, as it would now 
caine from Hammersmith, 
settled in Lynn in 164 
1682-83, nged 81. He was a 
smith and machinist, made the 
for the coining of the “Pine Tree” 
money and built the tirst fire epgine in 
this country, altogether a man of great 
inventive genius and the ancestor of a 
large number of descendants. One of 
his sons removed to Rhode Island, 
where he built several mills.—Boston

The ebony 
from the Gaboon coast of Afri 
darkest. The Madagascar ebony is the 
densest. The Macassar ebony furnish- 
es the largest pleces. It is sold by 
weight. 

Innitations of ebony can always be 
distinguished by their, lighter weight. 
and the cheaper Imitations can be de- 
tected by merely scratching the sur- 
face.—Jewelers’ Weekly. 
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A Mexican Gambler. 

Don Felipe Martel, the famous gam- 
bling house proprietor of the City of 
Mexico, had made a fortune In the 
business before the government decid- 
ed to abolisb gambling houses by levy- 
Ing on them a license tax of $1,000 a 
day. One by one the gambling houses 
closed, and when the field was clear 
Don Felipe Martel approached the au- 
thorities with $1,000 In cash and de- 
manded a day’s license. In a few 
hours his place was thronged. At a 
single stroke he had won the patronage 
of Mexico, and bis doors have never 
been closed sluce. The daily outlay of 
$1,000 is not missed from the daily 
reyenue of thousands. His strong re- 
ligious ‘tendencies are so well known 
that nobody was surprised when he 
built in the village of San Angel a 
chureh that cost more than $50,000.

A curi- 
ous feature Is that it contains 40 win- 
dows—the number of cards in the Mex- 
ican deck. 


Enormous Pendolamsa, 

The only structures in Japan which 
seem to be carthquake proof are the 
pagodas, which are erected before the 
temples. There are many which are 
700 or SOO years old and as solid as 
when first built. 

There fs a reason for this and it Iles 
in their construction. A pagoda Is prac- 
tically a framework of beavy tinibers, 
which starts from a wide base, and is 
in itself a substantial structure, but Is 
rendered still more stable by a peculiar 
device. Inside the framework and sus- 
pended from the apex is a long, heavy 
beain of tlinber two feet thick or more. 
This hangs from one end of tbe four 
sides; four more heayy timbers, and if 
the pagoda be very lofty still more tim- 
bers, are added to these. The whole 
forms an enormous pendulum, whieh 
reaches within six inches of the 
ground, 

When the shock of an earthquake 
rocks the pagoda, the pendulum swings 
in unison and keeps the center of gray- 
ity always at the base of the frame- 
work. Consequently the equilibrium of 
the pagoda is never disturbed, and this 
is the explanation of the great age of 
many of them, when from their belght 
one would suppose them to be peculiar: 
ly susceptible to the effects of the 
earthquake.

Indeed, for the first few times 
of the introduction of the tube the pa- 
tlent has often to be held down forcl- 
bly to his seat. Then, curlous to state, 
the dyspeptic gets used to the stomach 
tube and even begins to like it. The 
cranks express such a longing for it 
that long after they are cured of thelr 
trouble they go on using the stomach 
pump once, twice or eyen three times 
aday.

California's Shark Oil Industry, 

The making of shark oil is the im- 
portant Industry of MecGaryin'’s Cove, 
near Riverside. The process of manu- 
facture [s decidedly primitive. The 
sharks are caught In every imaginable 
way, by bait and hook, but prinelpally 
With the seine, The livers, which con- 
tain the oll, after being taken from the 
fish, ave rendered out in cans set over 
a brush fire, reminding one somewhat 
of the process of obtaining the oil from 
whale blubber. The oil Is then put 
into casks and shipped to Los Angeles. 

The coarser grades are used In the 
making of tarpaulins and other oiled 
cloths for use aboard ships, while the 
finer grades are put Into the so called 
cod liver oll of commerce. The sharks 
ayerige from 10 to 25 cents’ worth of 
oll aplece, and a day's catch usually 
nets about #40,

A Complicated Flag. 

The Spanish royal standard is most 
complicated. ‘The red and yellow of 
the Spanish flag is sald to be derived 
from this occurrence: In 1378 Charles 
the Bold dipped his fingers in the blood 
of Geoffrey, count of Barcelona, and 
drew them down the count’s golden 
shield in token of his appreciation of 
the latter’s bravery. The shield, so 
marked, became the arms of Barce- 
lona, which became part of Aragon, 
and its arms were taken by that king- 
dom. 

Now to the royal standard: In the 
first quarter or upper left hand part of 
the flag are the arms of Leon and Cas- 
tile, the lion and the castle; the second 
quarter Js taken up, one-half by the 
arms of Aragon, one-half by the arms 
of Sicily. The upper third of the quar- 
ter (directly under the first) shows the 
Austrian colors, the lower two-thirds 
is divided between the flag of Bur- 
gundy and the black lon of Mlanders; 
the upper third of the fourth quarter 
shows the checkers, another Burgun- 
dian device, while the lower two-thirds 
is shared by the red eagle of Antwerp 
and the golden lion of Brabant, and on 
the top of all this are two shields, one 
showing the Portuguese arms, the oth- 
er the French fleur-de-lis. Considerable 
of a flag that!

The departinents were 
all generally above the iy CLAge, both 
as regards ntunbers and quality, and 
the only werk feature was the attend- 
ance, which was unsatisfactory and 
quite unworthy of such a city as 
London and the excellent agricultuml 
distuict around it, Ta attendance both 
Brantford and Guatph can prt London 
to shame. 

SHEEP IN THES BLOCK TEST 
While the attendance was poor, the 
show itself contained so many inter- 

esting features thnt it proved a won 
dorful eduectional medium to those 
thoughtful, breeders and feeders 
who wer: sufficiently interested to 
attend. The block test, that final 
court of appeal which settles the 
value of an animal from theeonsumer’s 
point of view, was this year extended 
to the sheep ¢ es, with the result 
that some surpr were in store for 
exhibitors whose animals hid won in 
the classes for live stock, but were in 
some cases obliged to tuke a lower 
place in the block tests. 

It was arevelation to many to see 
on some carcasses & was3 of useless 
fat, which lowered the price obtain 
able for such, even though the quality 
and conformation of the carcass were 
otherwise unimpeachable. Consumers 
call forlean interspersed with fat, and 
it isa simple waste vf feed to use it 
for putting fat on a carcass and thus 
spoiling it. 

The experts who judged the car- 
cusses and who gave addresses, which 
they illustrated by some of the car- 
casses, were most explicit on this 
point. Of the four sheep hung up, 
they preferred the Shropshire wether 
lainb which won fivst prize in its class 
in the block test. “It was owned by 
R. Gibson, Delaware, Next came an 
Oxford Down and a Suffolk, while the 
Southdown carcass, which was of ex- 
cellent quality, was set back fourth on 
account of the extraordinary amount 
oi fat on the back, tail and over the 
kidneys. One of the judges stated 
that the legs of mutton of that animal 
would have to be sold at 25e a pound 
in order to make up tor the waste on 
the fat, which sould all have to be 
stripped off. 

BACON CARCASSES. 

The dressed hogs were also instruct- 
ive and wer: constantly sarrouncol 
by 4 large crowd, which listened vo 
the addresses of the experts on the 
various carcasses ov drew out inforina- 
tion from the owners as to their 
methods of feeding to produce such 
carcasses. In several cases pigs which 
had won alive had taken a lower place 
when dressed, Some carcasses showed 
that they were overdone, some were 
too heavy to rate as bicon of first 
quality; others had been overdone 
by their owners in the hopes of this 
method of treatment enabling chem to 
rank as ‘tbaconers,” with the vesult 
that the bacon would be soft when 
cured; some weve of a prime quality 
of meat, in others the texture was 
coarse, Breed is noteverything ; feed 
is justas important, and ip is evident 
that the proper method of feeding has 
yet to be acquired by many. Next 
year's show will probably see a great 
improvement in dressed hogs, as it 
was evident that this year’s show has 
set feeders thinking.

MUSIC IN EVERYTHING. 


Pretty Surprises Met With In a Ge- 
neva Music Box Factory. 

The chief industry of Geneva Is the 
manufacture of musical boxes. ‘Thou- 
sands of men, women and children ure 
employed in the factories, ont of which 
was visited by a traveler who gives 
some interesting particulars sbout his 
visit. 

An attendant Invited him to take a 
seat. He did so, azd strains of delight- 
ful music came from the chair. He 
hung his hat on a rack and put his 
Stick In the stand. Music came from 
both rack and stand. He wrote his 
name in the visitors’ register, and on 
dipping bis pen into the ink music 
burst forth from the inkstand. 

The manager of the factory explain- 
ed the process of making musical 
boxes, a business which requires pa- 
tience and nicety. 

The different parts are made by mon 
who are experts in those parts and 
who do nothing else year in and year 
out. 

The music is marked on the cylinder 
by a man who has served several 
years of apprenticeship. Another man 
inserts in the marked places pegs 
which haye been filed to a uniforin 
lengih. The comb, or set of teeth, 
which strikes the pegs and mukes the 
sound is arranged by a man who docs. 
nothing else, The cylinder js tifen re- 
volved to see that every peg produces 
proper tone. 

The most delicate work of all Is the 
revising of each peg. It is done by 2 
workman who has a good ear for mu- 
sic. He sees that every peg is in its 
proper place and is bent at the correct 
angle. 

When the instrument is In its case, 
an expert examines it to sce that the 
time is perfect.

One can hardly conceive a finer cli- 
mate than that of the northwestern 
provinces of India at the Christmuastide. 
Rain sometimes falls at that time, and

about Christmas and New Year's it is 
greatly desired for the crops, but ordi- 
narily from week to week there is an 
unclouded sky. A cool, pleasant breeze 
blows from the west. In the house it is 
not only cool, but cold, su that a little 
sunning is pleasant, and at night, espe- 
‘inlly far up in the country, fires are 
welcome, Cool bre duri the day, 
sweet scented flowers, birds singing and 
rooks cawing in the trees add to the 
charms of India’s most agreeable sea- 
son. Then Europeans, so far as circum- 
stances permit, get into the open air and 
move freely about, with everything in 
the climate to favor their traveling. 

Europeans usually observe the festive 
season somewhat in the same way as we 
do in America, but a Christmas day in 
the tropics is a fact hard to realize. The 
scenes, climate and general surroundings 
are so very different from what we aro 
used to here. Picnics, tennis, shooting 
parties on elephants and rides and drives 
through country avenues take the place 
of sleizhing, skating and coasting. 

There are Christmas decorations pecul- 
Jar to India, for the natives dearly love 
all tokens of feasting. They place tall 


| plantain leaves and bunches of fruit in 


the gateway as symbols of plenty and 
hang up wreaths of lnurel and India jas- 
mine or strings of small lamps and of 
those great orange marigolds which they 
offer at the shrines of all their gods. 

An attraction for tho little folks Is 
found In the great stands of Christmas 
‘cakes and trees. Ornamental cakes 
which are supposed to be especially dear 
to English hearts are made by the na- 
tives. ‘The number of these that are pre- 
sented on Christmas morning by native 
tradesmen to their employers is startling. 
As many as a dozen have been seen on 
one lady's table. Besides these, trays of 
all manners of candies, fruits, vegetables 
and flowers are prosented, sometimes by 
the servants themselves, who come to 
make thelr salanma and generally expect 


to receive some Christmas backsheesh 
(money) or Christmas “boxes.” Native 
princes and nabobs send presents of a 
like nature to thelr English friends. The

HOW THE AMERICANS CELEBRATED 
| CHRISTMAS IN 1898. 


Religious Services In Camp and at 
the Churches—An Extra Good Din- 
mer For the Eighth Army Corps, 
Friendly Filipinos Fensted High.

IS doubtful 
whether the ori- 
ent ever before 
saw an American 
Christmas, and it 
is certain that the 
capital city of the 
Philippines cele- 
brated its first 
American Christ- 
mas thi® year of 
our Lord 1898, 
It is also certain 
that, in spite of 

the difficulties, the day was rightly cele- 

brated, for American soldiers, especially 

those engaged in this war, do not do 

things by halves. This first American 

Christmas celebration here in Manila will 
! be long remembered by those who partiec- 
ipated in the festivities of the day, and it 
will not be the last by many unless pres- 
ent indications belie themselves, for 
American customs are fast becoming im- 
planted here. 

While the men of the Bighth army 
corps, the army of occupation in Manila, 
had been looking forward to the Christ- 
mas senson for a long time, it was not 
until a week before Christmas that the 
real preparations for the proper obserya- 
tion of the season in the army were tak- 
en. When on Thursday before Christmas 
the St. Paul came in and brought from 
the friends and relatives of the men at 
home so many kind remembrances, it was 
at once decided to have a big Christmas 
eclebration. All kinds of presents were 
received in the mail, and nearly every 
man received a box of eatables. At once 
| preparations for a real Christmas obser- 
| vation were begun, and there was feast- 
| ing throughout the army. 

On Christmas day all business was 
suspended in Manila, and all observed 
the day. In the morning there were re- 
ligious services held in the different com- 
mands by the chaplains, and these were 
largely attended by the-soldiers. These 
services recalled to the men the many 
things which they have to be thankful 
for. Although they bave undergone all 
the trials and hardships of a eampai 
in the rainy season of this tropical cli- 
mate, the death list has been very low, 
and the men have endured the hardships 
remarkably well. 

Aside from the services held 
several commands of the army,

The principal feature of the day, how- 
ever, was the dinner, and ey com 
mand bad a change from the plain bill 
of fare provided by Uncle Sam to some- 
thing more palatable and appetizing.

“If codfish cost a dollar a pound, 

said the chef, “it would be more unl- 
yersally beloved. I tell you, it Is the 
best dinner fish known. I have tried 
the whitefish all over the world, but 
the codfish Is king of them all and Is 
not appreciated. at his real worth. 
Cook him in any way you like and he 
is delicious. Even the dried codfish, 
picked up and served in cream for 
breakfast, fs a fine dish. Put him in 
a bag, sew him up tightly, and let him 
boil, or bake him carefully, well stuff- 
ed, and he fs delicious. . 

“Let me tell you that when you make 
fish cakes you should not drown out 
the fish with potato. Put as little po- 
tato or other substance in the cakes 
as possible, and, if you want them as 
fine as they can be made, wrap them 
in a blanket of eggs, and do not be 
sparing of the egg. You can make a 
tasty dish of codfish cakes if you will 
follow my adyice. Vish cakes are con- 
sidered a very democratic dish, of 
course, but my patron, who pays mea 
large salary, is as democratic as he 
used to be In his younger days. When 
he sends down to me an order for fish 
cakes for the next morning's break- 
fast, he says he wants Meschutt’s fish 

cakes, with egg. That {fs the order, 
and he js thinking of his younger life 
when, as he once told me, in a base- 
ment on Broadway he used to get the 
finest butter takes and fish cakes he 
ever tasted, ‘excepting’ yours, chef,’ 
he adds always.

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A PECULIAR SPIDER. 


He Catches Birds as Big as Larks Ip 
His Mammoth Web. 

Far up in the mountains of Ceylon 
there is a spider that spins a web like 
bright yellowish silk, the central net 
of which Is five feet In diameter, while 
the supporting IInes, or guys, as they 
are called, measure sometimes 10 or 12 
feet, and, riding quickly in the early 
morning, you way dash right into it, 
the stout threads twining round your 
face like a lace yell, while, as the 
creature who has woyen it takes up bis 
position In the middle, he generally 
catches you right Jn the nose, and, 
though he seldom bites or stings, the 
contact of his large body and long legs 
is anything but pleasant. If you forget 
yourself and try to catch him, bite he 
will, and, though not yeuomous, his 
Jaws are as powerful as a bird's beak, 
and you are not likely to forget the en- 
counter. 

‘The bodies of these spiders are very 
handsomely decorated, belng bright 
gold or scarlet underneath, while the 
upper part Is covered with the most 
delicate slate colored fur. So strong are 
the webs that birds the size of larks 
fire frequently caught therein, and even 
the small but powerful scaly lizard 
falls a victilm. A writer says that le 
has often sat and watched the yel- 
low monster—mensuring, when waiting 
for his prey, with his legs stretehed 
out, fully six Inches—striding across 
the middle of the net and noted the 
rapid manner In which he winds bis 
stout threads round the unfortunate 
captive. 

He usually throws the coils about 
the head until the wretched victim is 
first blinded and then choked. In many 
unfrequented dark nooks of the jungle 
you come across most perfect skeletons 
of small birds caught in these terrible 
snares.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

The 
last man in this case will probably be 
some arctic explorer or Eskimo whom 
the yast plains of ice around will save | 
from instant death and leave to grill a 
few moments till the ice continents are 
swallowed by redhot gases and steam. 

Suppose these earth cracks develop 
more slowly, they may suck away the 
Water without devastating explosions.

Whe scene of his death will 
probably be the great valley in the bed 
of the Atlantic ocean, off the Brazilian 
coast, half way between Rio Junciro 
and the cape, where now six niiles of 
green water lie between the steamer’s 
keel and the abysmal sliine beneath, 
There, hopelessly digging in the ever 
drying mud, he must perish and leaye 
his bones to parch on a waterless 
planet.

AN ARIZCNA WONDER. 


A PETRIFIED FOREST THAT IS A MAR- 
VEL OF BEAUTY. 


It Covers n Hundred “Square Miles 
and In a Mnas of Glittering Agate 
In a Bewlldering Array of Gor- 
geous Coloring. 


The territory of Arizona is a vast 
museuro of, natural curiosities, includ 
ing many of the most wonderful in all 
the world. The atmosphere, the cli- 
mate, the mountains, the soil, the rivy- 
ers, the forests are filled with phe 
nomena, many of which exist nowhere 
else. In the desert, 300 miles square, 
with Plagstalf as a center, are-spread 
out & variety of wonders of which the 
people of this country have little or no 
conception, but if they were in Eu- 
rope or Asia thousands of our citizens 
would cross the ocean to see them. 
Belong within only two or three days’ 
journey of Chicago and easy of access 
by frequent trains of sleeping and 
dining ears and other modern luxuries 
of travel, they are overlooked by the 
multitude and are “practically un- 
known. 

To my mind, next to the Grand can- 
yon of the Colorado, the most interest- 
ing and impressive of the natural won- 
ders of this great Arizona museum Is 
the petrified forest, which covers near- 
ly 100 square miles, within easy dis- 
tance, either on foot or horseback, 
from Billings station, on the Santa 
Fe railroad, but it can be more easily 
reached by carriage from Holbrook, 
where better accommodations can be 
found. The government explorers baye 
christened it Chalcedony park. 

The surface of the ground for miles 
and miles around is covered with gi- 
gantic logs three or four feet in diam- 
eter, petrified to the core. Many of 
them are translucent. Some are almost 
transparent. All present the most beau- 
tiful shades of blue, yellow, pink, pur- 
ple, ed and gray. Some are like gi- 
gantic amethysts, some resemble the 
smoky topaz and some are as pure and 
white as alabaster. At places the chips 
of agate from the trunks that have 
crumbled lie a foot deep upon the 
ground, and it is easy to obtain cross 
sections of trees showing every vein 
and eyen the bark. 

Comparatively little of this agate has 
been used in manufacturing, although 
it Is easy to obtain. Manufacturing 
jewelers of New York haye made table 
tops and boxes and other articles from 
strip$ that have been sent them, and 
if the material were not so abundant 
its beauty would command enormous 
prices. Where you can get a carload of 
jewelry for nothing you are not like- 
ly to pay high prices for it. 

A bird's eye view of the petrified for- 
ests on a sunny day suggests a gigan- 
tie kaleidoscope. The surface of the 
earth resembles an infinite variety of 
rainbows. The geologists say this great 
plain, now 5,000 feet above the sea, 
was once covered by a forest, which 
Was submerged for ages in water 
strongly charged with minerals, until 
the fibers of the trees were thoroughly 
soaked and transformed into eternal 
stone. ‘Many of the trunks are still 
packed in a deposit of fine clay, which 
waseleft by the receding -waters, but 
the erosion of the wind has pulverized 
much of the clay and carried it off in 
the air, exposing the secrets that na- 
ture burled under its surface. 

One great tree spans a deep gulch 40 
feet wide. It Hes where it fell cen- 
turles, perhaps ages, ago, and is a most 
beautiful specimen of petrified wood. 
The rings and the bark can be easily 
traced through the translucent agate, 
and it is firm enough and strong 
enough to last as many centuries as it 
has already spent in its peculiar posi- 
tion. It is undoubtedly the only

biidee of agate in the world and alone | 
* 


1s worth a long journey to see. 

The Ind!ans of the southwest used 
to visit the petrified forests frequent- 
ly to obtain agate for their arrow snd 
spear heads, and the material was 
sPattered over the entire continent by 
exchange between the different tribes, 
from the fsthmus of Panama to Ber- 
ing strait. he great deposit here ex- 
plains where all the arrowheads of 
moss agate came from and other 
weapons and implements of similar 
material that are found in the Indian 
mounds and graves of the central and 
western states. In the stone age the 
ngate of the petrified forest was the 
yery best material that could be ob- 
tained for both the implements of war 
and peace of the aborigines. A sealp- 
ing knife could be made very easily 
from one of the chips of agate and 
could be ground to a very fine edge. 
Many crystals were used for jewelry 
and ornaments also,

A FEW HELPFUL HINTS FOR 
THE GOOD HOUSEWIFE.

The three great features of Christ- 
mas day are the tree, the dinner and 
the bills. The tree is for the children, 
the dinner for the older members of 
the family and the children, and the 
bills—the bills are for “pa” alone. This 
article has nothing to do witb the tree. 
It relates solely and exclusively to the 
dinner and does not even mention the 
bills. They will be looked after In due 
time by the butcher, grocer and-“pa.” 

It Is plainly the duty of every good 
American citizen to have a bounteous 
dinner on Christmas day, with turkey, 
cranberry sauce and plum pudding. 

The dining_room should be carefully 
decorated for the occasion with holly,

corner of the room in all its glory will 
materially aid and abet the appetite

ROAST TURKRY.—Singe and draw the fowl, 
wash thoroughly both inside and out, wipe dry 
with a clean linen towel and then rub the Inside 
with salt. Stuff, sew up the opening and roast 
with a cup of water In a moderate oven from one 
to four hours. Many persons bind slices of salt 
pork upon the breast before roasting, using no 
water. 

PLUM PUDDING.—The entire success or failure 
of the pudding depends largely on the packing 
and on keeping the water boiling around the pud- 
ding without stopping for six hours. It Is neces 
sary to pack a plum pudding as finly as popeltte 
in the bowl {n which It ts fo ba bofted and to He 
the cover of cloth tightly over It, The cloth will 
stretch enough for the slight swelling yi Nie pode 
ding, and the water will not get {n. elictoaus 
Christmas pudding {s made of half a pound of 
currants, a pound of sultana ralsins, half a pound 
of muscatel raisins, stoned and cut Into large 
bits, and thre uy cts each of candied orange 
peel, lemon pecl and eltron. Toss thls fruit with: 
a tablespoonful of dried and sifted four, or, better 
yet, alft this amount of flour—no moré—over the 


. 


fruit. Mix in a cup a@ teaspoonful of powder 
cinramon, palf q teaspoonful of clovos and half = 
nulmeg. hop fine three-quarters of a pound of 


the best beof suct and free It from shreds. Sprin- 
kle over it a Hberal teaspoonful of malt and add 
the frult and toss the ingredients thoroughly. 
Now add three-quarters of a pound of broad 
crumbs that have been dried and sifted and 
moisten with a cup of bolling milk. At this 
stage add half a pound of sugar and sprinkle ia P 
the spices that have been mixed together. Beat 
together, without separating the whites from the 
yolks, eight egga and add them to the pudding. 
It should now be so stiff that it can be stirred 
with difficulty, and the only sure way Is to tir it 
with your hands as you would bread, Add now & 
gill of brandy and one of sherry and mix the 


pudding thoroughly.

Many families use a simple suet pud- 
ding for Christmas, serving it in flaming 
brandy. The best rule for this calls for 
a cup of stoned raisins chopped in coarse 
bits, a cup of shredded suet chopped fine, 
f cup of molasses, a teaspoonful of cin- 
hamon, balf a teaspoonful of cloves, half 
a outmeg and balf a teuspoonful of salt. 
Add now three eggs, white and yolks well 
beaten together, aod, Jast of all, an even 
teuspoontul of soda dissolved in a cup of

“Or the ones we bad in Wisconsin,” 
put in another. 

“What's the use talking about them? 
It is 50 miles to a green tree now, and 
what are we going to do?” was the com- 
ment of a third. 

“The children want a tree.

“No; we have promised that they shall 
have a tree, and such it must be.” 

So they studied the matter and in the 
end came to a plan. When the Christ: 
mas eve gathering came, on the little 
rostrum of the schoolhouse was a tree.

Light travels 6,000,000,000,000 miles 
in a year, and eyen the most modest 
guesses as to the parallax of Polaris 
make It 85 light years. Pritchard's es- 
timate Ip 1887 was 90 light years, but 
he has since modified his figures.
